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EDMONTON'S DIFFICULTLES eh 
AND THE COMMISSION SYSTEM Be 

That an escape from the administrative difficulties 
which besel {he city of Edmonton is most likely to be found 
in the commission form of government and that it cannot be 
found in any revamping or improving of the present council 
system is made very plain by the ‘crilicisns of Alderman 
Thomas Bellamy just at the present time. 

In fact, coming so opporluncly at this juncture, Alder- 
man Bellamy could not have done the cily a greater service 
than he has done in bringing to light through his criticism the 
frailties of the present sy$lem. - 

Aiderman Bellamy says; in short, that the engineer's de- 
partment is not properly organized; that tl lacks a-managerial 
fusiness head; that it is not properly departmentalized; that 
ihe engineer, who is nominally at the head of the department, 
is tao snuch occupied with detail work and that he therefore 
has nol the time and opporlunily to look after his subs in the 
way to get for the cily the best resulis. 

Commissioner Candy suggests that if the engineer were 
placed in entire charge of the city’s utitities and construction 
and were asked to fill what is practically the office of over- 
seer, Jeaving his. present duties in other hands but watching 
from a managerial point of view to see that they are atlended 
to, be would have a beller chance to serve the city, and the 
city would be better served. 

Alderman Beilamy calis upon the engineer for a report 
on the work now in hand under the charge of the city engin- 
eerlng department. The cily engineer addresses his answer | 
to the commissioners, pointing out that, according to the char- 
ter, dl is fo the commissioners and not to the council that he is 
answerable for the performance of duties. 

Aldermaiii Gowan some three weeks ago applied the 
inissing dink in the chain of argument when he asked in coun- 
cif session what was the-use of being a councillor under the 
present system, anyway, seeing that the councillors have 
practicaily no authorily to interfere with the work of any of

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This, in a nutshell, is commission government. 

For instance: 1 is quite possible that under commis- 
sion government in Edmonion Alderman Bellamy might be 
the gentleman to find favor with the ratepayers as the proper 
head of the department of public works. In this capacity he 
would have the power, should he see any errors in organiza- 
tion to rectify them, and should -he fail to rectify them he 
would be responsible fo the ratepayers who elect him and who 
pay his salary, in fhe event of which failure the ratepayers 
would have the power ‘to recall him. 

Thus would there be established a direct connection be- 
tween the ratepayers, who pay, and the men who, as Alder- 
man Bellamy says, stand around the fire on the Second street 
grade. 

Under the present system Alderman Bellamy might be 
able to {ake any number of ratepayers to the Second streel 
grade and shaw them the men standing around the fire, but he 
could not for the life of him place his finger on the man who 
in the present scheme of municipal arrangement is directly 
responsible to the ratepayer for the fact that-his taxes are be- 
ing squandered by keeping this particular man on the payroll. 
If the ratepayer were to ask Alderman Bellamy who he should 
vole for or against in order to stop the waste he nor any other 
alderman would be unable to tell, for, as Alderman Gowan 
has discovered, and as the engineer has pointed out in his re- 
ply to Alderman Bellamy, the councillors, who are Use only 
elective officers, do not control the engineer’s department, or 
any other department of the city’s activities. 

What the ratepayers require is a system which gives 
them an opportunity to get directly atthe particular indi- 
vidual who is personally answerable fo them for any waste of 
the city’s money. If they have this opportunity and fail to 
exercise il, that is.their fault. Bul if.they have not the oppor- 
tunity, then the fault must lie with the system. 

To reiterate, the ratepayers opportunity to exercise a 
control over the expenditure of his own money will be found 
in the commission system. ‘Il is entirely lacking in the system 
under which Edmonton's affairs are administered at the pres- 
ent-time,
